Her  training  on  the  bass  was 
taken  in  New  York  City  from 
Anselme  Fortier,  principal  bass 
of  the  New  York  Philharmonic 
Orchestra. 

Palangi  Acclaimed. 

Mr.  Palangi’s  appearance  date 
at  the  Y has  not  been  announced 
however,  he  will  appeal  during 
the  festival.  His  voice  has  been 
likened  both  to  Pinza  and  Chalia- 
pin because  of  its  versatility.

Y ALUMNI  KEEP  MORMON  TRADITION 
OF  SPIRALING  NATION’S  BIRTH  RATE 

Brigham  Young  University  men  came  up  with  another  first 
this  week. 

According  to  a private  population  reference  group,  the 
males  of  the  class  of  ’42  lead  all  college  classes  of  that  year  with 
an  average  of  2.58  babies  per  graduate. 

In  commenting  on  the  honorable  mention  giverf  to  BYU,  the 
census  noted  that  the  men  of  Brigham  Young  are  active  in 
“still  maintaining  the  Mormon  tradition  of  large  families.” 

The  survey,  taken  by  the  Population  Reference  Bureau,  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  reported  that  the  college  graduates  of  1942  may  be 
the  first  in  years  to  have  enough  babies  to  replace  themselves. 

Sixteen  thousand  college  graduates  of  1942  were  included 
in  the  count,  with  the  men  averaging  1.51  babies  and  the  women 
1.23  babies. 

Second  place  honors  went  to  Calvin  College,  Mich.,  which 
placed  with  a 2.27  average  per  1942  male  grad.  The  report 
noted  that  the  lead  for  the  class  of  ’27  was  taken  by  Calvin 
College  with  a 3.39  average  as  compared  with  a 3.22  average 
for  the  Y. 

Following  close  behind  their  men,  BYU  women  placed  high 
in  the  baby  marathon,  leading  1927  classes  with  a 2.29  average. 


Exhibit  Shows 
Photography 
Of  Holy  Land 

“The  Holy  Land,”  a photo- 
graphic exhibit  on  Palestine,  will 
be  displayed  as  a feature  of  Lead- 
ership Week,  according  to  the 
department  of  archaeology,  who 
will  sponsor  the  exhibit. 

To  be  on  display  in  the  north 
hall  of  the  Science  building,  the 
collection  contains  38  panels  in  a 
photographic  essay  by  Dmitri 
Kessel,  one  of  Life  Magazine’s 
most  distinguished  photogra- 
phers. 

To  obtain  the  photographic  rec- 
ord of  the  l^ible  land,  photogra- 
pher Kessel  made  a month-long 
pilgrimage  from  Dan  to  Beer- 
sheba,  devoting  most  of  his  time 
to  scenes  in  and  near  Jerusalem. 

Photographs  of  Bethlehem;  the 
Vale  of  Elah,  where  David  slew 
Goliath;  Jerico;  Shiloh,  where  the 
Ark  of  Covenant  first  rested 
permanently,  and  other  sites  of 
Biblical  history  are  included  in 
the  exhibition. 

While  no  attempt  at  a story 
sequence  has  been  attempted,  ac- 
cording to  the  archaeology  de- 
partment, captions  identify  each 
historical  site,  and  short  passages 
from  the  Bible  refer  to  relevant 
scenes  or  ideas/  whose  connota- 
tions are  similar. 

Kessel’s  photographs  bring  to 
vivid  life  the  pages  of  the  Bible, 
and  reveal  a land  which  has 
changed  little  from  the  times 
when  the  world’s  religious  per- 
cepts were  first  taught  there,  de- 
partment representatives  said.

Charley  Harris  is  colored. 

Last  Friday,  Charley  was  one  of  488  University  students  who 
gave  a pint  of  blood  which  will  be  sent  to  Korea  for  use  by  the 
armed  forces.  Charley’s  appointment  was  originally  for  4:30  p.m. 
but  because  of  delays  in  the  waiting  line,  it  was  6:45  p.'m.  before 
he  finished  donating  his  blood. 

Charley  was  hungry,  dead  hungry.  He  hadn’t  eaten  a square 
meal  since  breakfast,  because  giving  blood  requires  a rigid  diet  be 
fore  the  blood  is  taken.  And  the  extra  waiting  only  increased  his 
appetite. 

He  found  the  Student  Union  cafeteria  closed.  To  be  sure,  he 
could  still  get  a sandwich  and  coffee  at  the  Hawk’s  Nest,  but  that 
is  little  salve  for  an  empty  stomach. 

Four  private-owned  restaurants  are  right  on  the  campus.  This 
Charley  knew.  He  also  knew  these  restaurants  serve  complete 
meals.  But  not  to  Negroes.  Although  in  his  first  year  at  K.U.  he 
had  been  reminded  of  this  fact  many  times,  and  not  only  by  class- 
mates and  restaurant  owners. 

He  was  well  acquainted  with  the  usual  little  sign  hung  on  the 
walls  of  most  of  the  cafes,  which  read:  “We  reserve  the  right  to 
refuse  service  to  anyone.”  He  knew  "anyone”  was  not  just  anyone, 
but  someone,  someone  with  dark-colored  skin  just  like  himself.
